Among other things, the Presi- 
dent said Eisenhower sought to 
create the impression that the 
withdrawal of American eccupa- 
tion forces from Korea in 1949 
was made over the objections of 
the professional military men of 
the United States. 

“This is not true,” the Presi- 

dent said. “The professional mili- 
tary men of the United States 
recommended the decision. Gen. 
Eisenhower was one of the men 
who recommended the decision 
which he now so bitterly criti- 
cizes.” ) 
The President’s statement was 
issued just before he arrived at 
Gary, Ind., for a major campaign 
speech. 

The President said Eisenhower 
had stated in his Detroit speech 
that by June of 1949 the decision 
to complete withdrawal of Amer- 
ican troops from Korea, despite 
menacing signs, “had been drawn 
up by the State Department.”

that the South Koreans were 
ready to take care of themselves. 

_He accused Eisenhower of try- 
ing to shift responsibility. to’ the 
Department of State “for a deci- 
sion which was his originally” and 
said this was “thoroughly dis- 
honest.”

UNABLE TO DETERMINE CAUSE 
OF SCOTT BASE PLANE CRASH 


A board of investigation at 
Scott Air Force Base has been 
unable to determine what caused 
a fighter plane to disintegrate in 
flight and crash in a Belleville 
residential district Oct. 17, it was 
announced yesterday. The pilot, 
Lt. Carlos V. Del Mercado, was 
killed in the crash. 

The board’s finding, released 
by the base commander, was that: 
“The exact cause of the accident 
can not be determined due to the 
death of the pilot, conflicting 
stories received and lack of evi- 
dence from examination of the 
wreckage.” There will be no elab- 
oration of the finding, it was 
stated. 

Wings of the F-51 ripped off 
and parts of the plane showered 
an area of one square mile, but 
no one was hit. Investigators in- 
terviewed’ a number ef witnesses 
and examined the _ scattered 
wreckage. Lt. Del Mercado, from 
Stillwater, Minn., had been on 
duty two weeks with the 113th 
Fighter-Interceptor Squadron, 
which maintains a constant patrol 
over the St. Louis area.

Stronger Prosecution, 


Recommendations for improv- 
ing the administration of justice 
were made by Edward L. Dowd, 
Democrat, and George J. Gross, 
Republican, opposing candidates 
for St. Louis circuit attorney, in 
talks yesterday. 

Dowd, addressing students and 
faculty memberys of Harris Teach- 
ers College, suggested three major 
revisions in Missouri's criminal 
code. 

Gross, in an address over Radio 
Station KXOK last night, charged 
that the circuit attorney’s office 
rg given the city a reputation 

a “trading post” of crime and 
ea Sestatend to correct such con- 
ditions if elected. 

The Republican candidate ac- 
cused Dowd of failure to make 
needed reforms during the 21 
months the latter was in charge 
of the circuit attorney’s office 
while the late James W. Griffin 
was ill, 

Dowd, who made no mention of 
Gross in his talk, said Missouri's 
criminal codé should be changed 
so that the judge, rather than the 
jury, would fix punishment of 
defendants found guilty of crimes. 

He also advocated abolition of 
a provision requiring the court 
to grant a continuance requested 
by an attorney who is a state leg- 
islator when the legislature is in 
session at time of the trial. 

Dowd's third suggested change 
was for elimination of the law 
giving defendants held in con- 
nection with the same crime the 
option of having separate trials. 

In recommending that the 
judge determine punishment, 
Dowd said: “Juries do not have 
sufficient information of the ac- 
cused’s background and Bis pros- 
pects for rehabilitation. They are 
frequently called upon to set a 
man’s sentence without any idea 
whether he has been convicted 
before. 


“Juries have been known to) 


acquit a man they had agreed 
was guilty because of their in- 
ability to agree on punishment.” 

Discussing mandatory continu- 
ances at request of lawyer-legis- 
lators, he stated: “The original 
intention of the law-makers was 
no doubt good, but it has come 
to be us@éd on occasion to thwart 
speedy trial. A clever criminal 
can engage a member of the Leg- 
islature just before trial for the | 
sole purpose of securing a con- 
tinuance.”’ 

“Our city’s reputation as a 
‘trading post’ of crime, was ex- 
posed for all to see in a survey 
made by the National Probation 
and Parole Association at the in- 
stance of the Criminal Justice 
Committee of the St. Louis Bar 
Association and the St. Louis 
Crime Commission,” Gross said. 

Asserting that a smail percent- 
age of criminals convicted in St. 
Louis circuit courts actually go to 
prison, Gross declared the survey 
showed the number who were let 
off with only a jail or workhouse 
sentence here was two-and-one- 
half times the national average. 

“In other words, a criminal in 
St. Louis knows before his crime 
is actually committed that detec- 
tion means in the majority of all 
cases a workhouse sentence at 
best,” Gross said.

A record total of 115 alarms 
was answered by St. Louis fire- 
men in the 24-hour period ending 
last midnight. This brought to 
259 the number of fires reported 
in the last three days..Theré were 
more than 50 fires_in the county 
yesterday and East St. Louis had 
another bad day with 41 fires, 
making 77 in two days. 

The Mississippi river town of 
Elsah, north of Alton, was saved 
from possible disaster when the 
pilot of a steamboat, the Gona, 
warned the residents of a brush 
fire by sounding a distress signal. 

Townspeople Fight Blaze. 

Most residents were at dinner 
when Capt. Clyde Curd of the 
Gona, which was _ proceeding 
downstream, saw the line of fire 
advancing on a- two-mile front 
along a bluff toward the town. 
They recognized the distress blast 
which Capt. Curd blew on his 
steam whistle and 350 townspeo- 
ple and students at nearby Prin- 
cipia College turned out to fight 
the blaze. It was brought under 
control after a five-hour battle. 

More than 50 volunteer firemen 
participated in a fight to save 
property in a fast-spreading weed 
fire which swept over 50 square 
blocks in a sparsely settled sec- 
tion of Centerville Township, 
south of East St. Louis, yesterday 
afternoon. 

The conflagration began In a 
trash fire in the 4100 block of 
Market avenue and moved swift- 
ly, leaping across streets and al- 
leys. Marshal Edward Haber- 
mehl of Alorton, who directed the 
firefighters, said the burned out 
area extended from Forty-first 
to Fifty-seventh street, from 


Bond to Pearl avenues. 


Homes Damaged. 

East St. Louis firemen were 
too busy to respond to appeals 
for help, but later were able to 
help Centerville firefighters ex- 
tinguish a weed fire which spread 
to two houses.

New fire reports cropped up 
throughout the southern and cen- 
tral portions of Missouri. J. Al- 
len Jackson of Rolla, assistant 
superintendent of the Clark Na- 
tional Forest, said the situation 
was the worst in the 18 years the 
National Forest Service has func- 
tioned in Missouri. 

Almost 20,000 acres of the 
state’s tinder-dry forests have 
burned. Jackson said the most 
serious trouble was along the 
eastern fringe of the national 
forest, ranging from Potosi to 
Fredericktown and Poplar Bluff. 
Five buildings were destroyed in 
the Poplar Bluff area. 

In Camden county, Prosecutor 
Hugh Phillips said two men were 
arrested and will be charged 
with setting a fire that quickly 
roared out of control and burned 
more than 2000 acres west of 
Macks Creek yesterday. 


The Illinois State Conservation 
Department has closed its three 
state forests because of fire dan- 
ger. More than 500 fires have 
caused about $1,000,000 damage 
in the state during October. 

The three forests, closed to pic- 
nickers, hunters and hikers, were 
the Henderson State Forest, near 
Oquawka; the Mason State For- 
est, near Forest City, and the 
Union state forest, near Jones- 
boro. State Forester Eino Nuut- 
tila set up headquarters at Ben- 
ton to direct the fighting of fires 
in Johnson county and near West 
Frankfort. 

A pall of smoke from forest 
fires blanketed huge areas from 
the Canadian border as far south 
as West Virginia, covering much 
of New York State and Western 
Pennsylvania. New Orleans resi- 
dents also reported smoke from 
nearby fires.

Thereafter, the freeholders 
would have a year in which to 
draw up a plan for a “metropol- 
itan district for the functional ad- 
ministration of mass transporta- 
tion services common to the City 
of St. Louis and the County .of 
St. Louis.” 

The language of the petitions. is 
considered broad enough by offi- 
clals of the union to cover all 
types of transportation, including 
taxicabs, and, perhaps, to include 
general traffic regulation as well, 

The plan, when finally agreed 
on by the freeholders, would be 
submitted to the voters of both 
city and county, in separate spe- 
cial elections, for approval or re- 
jection by simple majorities. To 
become effective, it would have 
to be approved in both.the city 
and county. 

Mayor Joseph M. Darst’s transit 
ownership committee has recom- 
mended a St. Louis traffic and 
transit authority with power. to 
operate a mass transportation:

result, South Korea were used by 
the Soviets to build up strength 
for a major offensive against 
Japan. They pointed to the cur- 
rent situation in Korea, to the 
possibility of violent disorder 
there, and

recommended withdrawal.

The more incandescent irrecon- 
cilables among the G.O.P. isola- 
tionists have, accordingly, tried 
repeatedly in recent months to 
drive Wiley from his position and, 
when .they have failed in this, 
they have tried at the very least 
to discredit the Wisconsin Repub- 
lican, and thereby weaken bi- 
partisan co-operation even if they 
could not cripple it. 

Wiley, however, has stuck to 
his guns and is still doing so. 

There is still time for him to 
make a last-minute change be- 
fore Nov. 4.

He certainly wavered during his 
campaign for re-election in 1950, 
but there is no sign of such a re- 
version to type at least thus far 
during this year’s campaign, and 
Wiley swears there will be none.

One of the most serious charges leveled at the 
Democrats by Gen. Eisenhower is that inflation 
is not an accident but a deliberate policy of the 
Administration.

We 
believe Gen. Eisenhower has been misled in say- 
ing so. Evidently he bases his accusation mainly 
on the dispute over monetary policy between the 
Treasury and the Federal Reserve Board. He 


, pictures the Federal. Reserve Board as ready to 


restrain inflation, but as being pene by 
the Administration. 

It is quite true that the Reserve Board and 
the Treasury held differing views on what policy 
the board should follow in supporting the Gov- 
ernment bond market. Many economists regarded 
the policy advocated by the Treasury as infla- 
tionary. The Treasury disagreéd. 

This was a falling out among experts as to the 
economic effects of two different monetary poli- 
cies, and we do not believe it demonstrates at 
all that the Administration had adopted a delib- 
erate policy of inflation. Gen, Eisenhower neg- 
lected to say that in the end, the Federal Reserve 
Board won the argument, and ceased supporting 
the Government bond market at the levels advo- 
cated by the Treasury. 

Monetary policy is only one aspect of inflation 
control. The Administration’s record on other 
aspects reinforces the view that it has tried to 
curb inflation, not always wisely and not always 
well, but nevertheless it has been on the side of 
control rather than against it, 

The Administration has consistently urged 
higher taxes than Congress was willing to grant. 


, It has consistently stood for tighter credit con- 


trols than Congress approved. It has consistently 
stood for the principle of strong price and wage 
controls, though it has made some concessions 
to expediency which impaired the principle. 
On the whole, Gen. Eisenhower’s blanket accu- 
sation against the present Administration is un- 
fair. And those who measure correctly what Gov. 
Stevenson stands for can only conclude that a 
Stevenson administration would make an even 
stronger fight against inflation if need be. 
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Eyes on the School Board 
Members of the St. Louis School Board owe 
it to the people to dispose of the accumulated 
business of the last five. weeks before attempting 
to elect a new president. The fight over the pres- 


-idency has developed into a School Board Pan- 


munjom that has prevented consideration of all 
other business. 

But there is a way out, and members ought 
to take it. If the board would suspend its rules, 
election of a new president could be moved from 
first to last place on the agenda, thereby making 
it possible to transact regular business. Six of 
the 12 board members are and have been willing 
to take that step. 

That places responsibility for continued paraly- 
sis on the six others. They are Charles J. Dyer, 
William Schumacher, Mrs. Irma H. Friede, James 
F. Morrell, J. Harry Pohlman and Oscar A. Ehr- 
hardt. Will they rise above partisanship in the 
public interest? The people will be watching. 
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A List of Books 

Last July a most useful document came into 
this office from the St. Louis Public Library. It 
quoted Ralph Barton Perry who said that a citi- 
zen’s most important job is not just to vote, but 
to think, and make up his mind. And to help 
this end, the Library pamphlet listed perhaps 
100 fine books on political problems. 

This list was chosen with care and impartiali- 
ty. It has been on the wall of every library 
branch in St. Louis. It is, of course, a little late 
for citizens to read all these books to inform 
themselves about the general campaign. But it is 
not too late to be informed about the library 
system which offered such help to good citizen- 
ship. The pamphlet was only one of many special 
library services in the cause of public infarmation. 

Next Tuesday citizens will be asked to vote 


. for a 2/5 mill increase in the library tax. This 


amounts to 58 cents for each St. Louisan. For 
that slight amount the city can relieve the li- 
brary’s long financial starvation, its low pay 


scale and stunted growth. If understanding is 


the prior step to voting, as the library pamphlet 
said, St. Louis should be eager to vote for the tax. 
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Incident in Germany 

A former Nazi paratroop general has given 
real concern to those charged with the defense 
of the West. By an unscrupulous appeal to na- 
tionalistic emotions, Ex-Gen. Hermann Ramcke, 
a kind of swashbuckling German Patton, had 
4000 SS veterans screaming against the Allies 
and denouncing Gen. Eisenhower as a “swine.” 

If a few more picturesque characters join 
Ramcke in such tactics, could they not under- 
mine confidence in German participation in the 
European army? Could they not so inflame 
French fears as to make full realization of pres- 
ent European defense plans almost impossible? 

True, other former SS officers, notably Gen. 
Felix Steiner, tried at once to undo the damage. 
They repudiated the Nazi-like sentiments of their 
guest speaker; they said that the veterans’ loy- 
alty had always been to their fatherland ged 
than to. Hitler; they played .down Ramcke’s 
mand for the release Of all war prisoners; As 
reaffirmed their loyalty to the Bonn republic, to 
its democratic principles and to its co-operation 
with other democracies; they warned the vet- 
erans that “the world.is watching you sharply.” 

But Ramcke had shown what a demagogue 
could do. We Americans, in the midst of one of 


the nastiest of presidential campaigns, can hard- 


ly be unaware of the danger. Just as we have 
the obligation to put our McCarthys in their 
place, so the Germans have the obligation to 
handle their Ramckes. But this cannot be done 
by simple. suppression. 

The emotions to which such men appeal must 
be “cured” by a process of political education. 
A widespread and well founded contempt for 
their tactics must be developed. Sincere, demo- 
cratic leadership must strengthen itself so that 
it may always prevail over these contaminators 
of the public mind. . 

It is hard enough here in the United States to 
keep the stream of democracy clear. And with 
us, democracy should be second nature. Obvious- 
ly the same task cannot be easy in Germany 
where democracy still is something of a novelty.

It is interesting to review this list now in the 
light of the presidential campaign.

New York Times, independent, declared for the ’ 


General last January and The Washington Post 
last spring. The Kansas City Star, The Baltimore 
Sun and The Chicago Daily News all came out 
for the General before they knew what kind of 
campaign either he or his opponent would make. 
The Christian Science Monitor has not formally 
declared, but it is essentially pro-Eisenhower and 
has been so for months. 

Thus only three newspapers ia this list of 10 


‘felt it was important to hear any of the debate 


before deciding on a preference. The three are 
The Milwaukee Journal and The Louisville Cour- 
ier-Journal, extracts of whose announcement edi- 
torials appear under the cartoon today, and the 
Post-Dispatch. All three have declared for Gov. 
Stevenson on the basis of his progressive, ele- 
vated, constructive campaign. 

Is there any significance in the fact that the 
pro-Eisenhower newspapers got themselves com- 
mitted to the General before the confusions and 
compromises and platitudes of his campsign, 
while the newspapers which waited to hear the 
nominees and to weigh their performance have 
come out for Gov. Stevenson?

The Louisville Courier-Journal 


The Courier-Journal and The Louisville 
Times enthusiastically indorse the candi- 
dacy of Adlai E. Stevenson for President 
of the United States. 

Early last: February we expressed the 
hope that Gov.

After the two conventions did their 
work in July, we rejoiced that the Ameri- 
can voters would be given “a decent 
choice” in November. 

We still have great respect for the per-

The crowded weeks since the conven- 
tions have persuaded us that Gen. Eisen- 
hower is painfully miscast in the role of 
political leaders The same weeks have 
convinced us that Gov. Stevenson has the 
rare combination of qualities that would 
make a good President, and quite possibly 
a great President. 

Stevenson has surprised even his ad- 
mirers by his keen, witty and forceful gift 
of words. It is not the main point, how- 
ever, that he expresses himself with such 
masterful clarity. The triumph is that he 
has such important ideas to express. 

The marvel began with his acceptance 
speech on that long, fagged and frazzled 
night that ended the Democratic conven- 
tion. His proposal then was: “Let’s talk 
sense to the American people.” He has 
done just that.in each succeeding speech, 
and his stature has continued to grow. 


Qualities of a President 


He has shown political courage of a very 
high quality. What other candidate in 
living memory has been so bold and hon- 
est?

Three That Waited 


Unlike many newspapers which chose 
sides even before the candidates were 
nominated, the three newspapers quoted 
on this pat waited. Only after the cam- 
paign had progressed and the issues 
were clear did they decide between the 
rival presidential nominees. Then. The 
Courier-Journal of Louisville and The 
Milwaukee Journal enthusiastically in- 
dorsed Gov. Stevenson, and the Chicago 
Tribune more retuctantly proclaimed 


for Gen. Eisenhower. 


The Chicago Tribune 


At this point in the campaign the candi- 
dates have a few speeches still to deliver, 
but for all practical purposes the voters 
have before them the evidence on which 
they must form their verdict. Our advice 
to them, if they wish it, is to vote for Gen. 
Eisenhower. 

We make this recommendation with re- 
luctance, as our readers must be aware..As 
we have said before and since his nomina- 
tion, we do not believe that the General 
is well equipped for the presidency. 

We doubt that his experience as a mili- 
tary leader has qualified him for the very 
different tasks of political leadership. 

He knows and has thought far less about 
domestic questions than a prospective Pres- 
ident should.

In the course of the campaign Gen. Eis- 
enhower has shown a disposition to trim 
and to waver. He found it possible to 
tell the delegates to the AFL convention 
the untruth that the Taft law could be used 
as a union busting measure, and his de- 
fense of the law in other particulars was 
about as weak as it could be. 

He spoke the language of Middle ~ 
ern Republicans when he was touring the 
Middle West, but when he got back’ East, 
at Newark, N.J., he denounced the McCar- 
ran Immigration Law, passed over Mr. 
Truman’s veto, and gave very much the 
kind of “me, too” performance that Mr. 
Dewey staged four years ago. 


Anyone But the Governor 


And even this does not tell the whole 
story. It cannot be forgotten that Gen. 
Eisenhower won the nomination through 
the intrigue of the Dewey-Lodge wing and 
it is likely that he will remain under the 
influence of this group if he is elected. 

With all this in mind, it might seem rea- 
sonable to conclude that almost anybody 
would be preferable 1o Gen. Eisenhower. 
Unfortunately, almost anybody is not the 
opposing candidate, and Adlai Stevenson is. 

Mr. Stevenson differs from Gen. Eisen- 
hower in being a highly articulate man 
with a considerable flair for political cam- 
paigning. Many of his admirers have 
jumped to the conclusion that he has a 
statesman’s foresight and the talents of a 
great administrator.
